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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 42 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country . more ihan one > ear prior to the date of application for patent in the United Slates. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 39-41, 43-46 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Thorne et al. (US 
5,555,672) in view of Prestwich (US 4,455,441), Minagawa et al. (US 5,096,710), Gould et al. 
(US 4, 774,098), Catani et al. (US 5,998,177) and the Merck Index. 

The claimed invention is directed to a termite bait system which contains at least one low 
molecular weight beta-cellulose-derived polymer with a molecular weight of less than 33,200 
Da, a method of making the same by adding said polymer to a termite bait and a method of 
attracting termites with said bait. 

Thorne et al. disclose a termite bait station comprising a housing and termite food which 
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is used to control termites (Column 2, lines 1-46). 

Prestwich discloses that dried grass can be used as bait for termites (Column 16, lines 35- 

40). 

Minagawa et al. disclose that wheat flours and powders are feeding attractants for 
termites (column 3, lines 23-39), 

Gould et al. disclose that wheat are grasses (Column 3, lines 23-46). 

Catani et al. disclose that plants, such as wheat, contain fructans, such as inulins, a 2,1 
linked fructan, and levans (Column 1, lines 28-42). 

The Merck Index discloses that inulin has a molecular weight of approximately 5000 
(Page 792). 

Thorne et al. disclose a termite bait station comprising a housing and termite food which 
is used to control termites. The difference between Thorne et al. and the claimed invention is 
that Thorne et al. does not expressly disclose a termite bait system containing. However, the 
prior art amply suggests the same as the prior art discloses a bait station for control of termites 
containing a bait (Thorne et al.), that dried grass is a bait (Prestwich), that wheat is a grass 
(Gould et al), that wheat flour or wheat powder is an feed attractant for termites (Minagawa et 
al), and wheat contans fructans, such as inulins, a 2,1 linked furtan and levans (Catani et al.), 
that wheat is a grass (Gould et al.) and that inulin has a has a molecular weight of 
approximately 5000. As such, it would have been well within the skill of and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would have been motivated to modify the prior art as above with the expectation 
that the composition containing inulin which has a molecular weight of approximately 5000 
would be a feeding attractant for termites.
